The  bluefish  that  were  all 
over  our  coast  the  week  before 
last  have  moved  to  parts  un- 
known. A few  blues  were  off 
Minot  Light  and  a few  could 
be  found  off  the  power  station 
at  Manomet  but  those  big 
schools  of  bluefish  were  not 
around. 

Chester  Speed,  who  had 
caught  some  blues  before, 
searched  for  those  bluefish 
from  the  North  River  to  Dux- 
bury  B.ty  where  he  caught  a 
big  mac.erel.  but  those  elus- 
ive blue;  were  not  there 
either. 

My  son  Jim  came  home 
from  Maryland  and  on  Satur- 
day we  took  several  of  his 
friends  fishing.  We  found  the 
blues  on  the  inside  of  the  tuna 
fleet  in  towards  Provincetown. 
Some  of  Jim's  friends  had 
never  been  bluefishing  before 
and  had  a big  surprise  when 
they  caught  them  because  of 
the  fight  the  fish  gave.  The 
birds  showed  us  the  blues, 
and  in  all  we  caught  10  on 
swimmers  and  on  poppers. 
We  caught  one  blue  that 
weighed  16  pounds,  but  they 
averaged  12  pounds  each.

are  taking  tuna.  There  are  a 
lot  of  mackerel  on  the  tuna 
grounds  and  there  are  a lot  of 
bluefish  that  keep  popping  up 
near  the  tuna  fleet. 

Loring  Packard,  manager  at 
the  Home  Savings  Bank  on 
Rte.  139  in  Pembroke,  has 
been  fishing  with  Artie 
Maher,  chef  at  the  Bridge- 
waye.  and  while  they  haven't 
caught  a lot  of  fish,  they  were 
out  one  day  when  a 50-foot 
came  up  near  the  boat.  It  was 
so  close  they  were  startled  by 
the  whale's  blowing.  They  saw 
five  whales  that  day.  but  the 
others  kept  their  distance. 
Whales  are  always  a fascinat- 
ing sight  especially  when  they 
surface  right  next  to  your 
boat. 

The  striped  bass  fishing 
slowed  right  down  last  week 
too,  but  I did  hear  that  one 
boat  caught  about  300  pounds 
of  bass  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Cape  at  Chatham  so  just 
maybe  we  will  have  a return  of 
a fall  blitz  of  these  fine  fish.
